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Mattapoisett Sees Uptick in Alien Abductions 

A Special HALLOWEEN Report*

The Town of Mattapoisett and its residents have 
developed an increasing alien problem that not even a 
wall could possibly remedy. 

U.F.O. sightings in Mattapoisett are not a rare 
occurrence.

sky before jetting off in the blink of an eye, leaving behind 
a quick flash of green lightning."

"Frog-Man" Sightings at Aucoot Cove 

A Special HALLOWEEN Report* 

By Jean Perry 

Town of Marion officials aren't quite sure what 
to do with the nearly two-dozen reports from residents 
around Aucoot Cove alleging that they have seen what 
appears to be a frog-like man swimming in the water. 

Five reports were called into the Harbormaster's 
Office, while 18 were made with the Police Department. 

The first report was filed the morning of October 
18 by an Aucoot Avenue resident (anonymous complaint) 
who said he was walking his dog by the water when a 
splash caught his attention. In the report, the witness' 
statement reads, "I saw the splash and right then my 
dog starting growling. A few seconds later, a lump 
broke through the surface and whatever it was started 
swimming towards an exposed rock." Then, the witness 
reported, "The lump emerged from the water, and it was 
clearly the head of a large frog. I saw its bulging eyes on 
the side of its head and as it rose up out of the water, I 
could see shoulders and a hunched over back and then 
two human legs. The thing was standing like a human, 
but the top looked exactly like a frog." 

When the frog-like creature looked at him, the 
witness further stated, "[It] crouched forward and leapt 
back into the water before I could grab my phone out and 
take a selfie with it." 

Other reports used words like "swamp man," 
"person with webbed hands," and "fish dude" to describe 
what they saw, but by far the most commonly used phrase 
was "frogman." 

Perhaps the most interesting of the reports was 
one dated October 23, in which the witness claims at 
around sunset he watched from his kayak behind a clump 
of phragmites as the frogman metamorphosed into a 
human man, walked out of the water onto the shore, got 
into a Town of Marion electric vehicle and drove off. 

Last year when the Town of Marion applied for 
and received grants for four electric cars to add to the

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town's fleet, the Town determined that the departments 
that would predominantly utilize the electric vehicles 
would be the Recreation Department, Building 
Department, Council on Aging, and Department of Public 
Works. None of these department heads could be reached 
for comment by deadline. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson would not 
comment on the alleged incident, saying that he did not 
have enough information to answer any questions. 

Aucoot Cove is a picturesque residential 
and marine recreational area, and a popular spot for 
shellfishing. It is also the site of the outfall for Marion's 
municipally treated sewer wastewater that empties into 
Aucoot Cove via Effluent Brook, which starts at the 
Benson Brook Road sewer wastewater treatment facility 
and runs down into Aucoot Cove. 

Aucoot Cove water quality tests in the past have 
shown high levels of nitrogen pollution in the inner cove 
area. 

After some online research. The Wanderer found 
other incidents where sightings of a frogman-like creature 
were allegedly seen, but never proven. The most widely 
featured was the Loveland Frogmen, first reported in May 
of 1955 outside Loveland, Ohio, which evolved into a 
local legend of sorts. 

The Wanderer will continue to investigate the 
frogman sightings and provide the public with further 
information as it becomes available.

Selectmen Brake Before Approving Stop Signs 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

During a quick meeting just before the October 
23 Fall Special Town Meeting, the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen decided to put the brakes on voting to 
approve ten new stop signs and two yield signs that 
were recommended after a study that was part of a state- 
funded safety improvement project for High Street. 

State grant money was awarded to the Town of 
Rochester to fund some safety enhancements on High 
Street, a roadway the state determined had a higher rate 
of vehicular accidents. 

Selectman Naida Parker requested holding off on 
the vote until Police Chief Paul Magee could be consulted 
again. Magee had already signed off on the list with no 
objections, but Parker said that she had further questions. 

What did not make sense, Parker said, was 
adding a number of new stop signs to shorter side streets 
that intersect with High Street, yet only request yield 
signs for two more dangerous intersections - High Street 
at Walnut Plain Road, and High Street at County Road. 

"Why at a dangerous intersection wouldn't you 
put a stop sign?" Parker asked. She added, "People come 
down High Street and go straight through Walnut Plain 
without yielding because they think it's that road that 
goes on continuously." 

The ten requested stop signs for High Street were 
requested at the ends of Old Tuck Bog Road, Look's Mill 
Lane, Ryder Road, Mayflower Lane, Stevens Road, Porter 
Road, Bryant Lane, Hillside Road, another for Bryant 
Lane, and Forbes Road. 

Also during the meeting. Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar said the renovations at the Town Hall 
Annex were over and business has resumed at the site 
effective that day, Monday, October 23.

Solar Bylaw Article Fails 

Rochester Fall Special Town Meeting 

By Jean Perry 

The citizen's petition to place restrictions on solar 
farms along Route 105 and any future scenic highways 
failed to garner the two-thirds votes a bylaw change 
requires during the October 23 Rochester Fall Special 
Town Meeting. 

The article was vetted two weeks prior during a 
Planning Board public hearing on October 10, at which 
time Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson told 
the resident bringing the article to town meeting, Sara 
Johnston, that the Attorney General's Office would likely 
not approve a 1,000-foot setback. 

As written. Article 6 was to add an amendment 
to the Town's solar bylaw: "Large-Scale ground mounted 
solar installations are not permitted within 1,000' of any 
commonwealth or town designated scenic road unless 
existing topographic features of the landscape preclude 
observation of the solar arrays from the scenic road." 

During that Planning Board meeting, Johnston 
proposed decreasing it to 500 feet, and then Chairman 
Johnson surprised everyone by proposing an outright 
ban on large-scale solar farms on any current or future 
state- or town-designated scenic highways. Johnston 
agreed to make the motion at Town Meeting using the 
language the Planning Board devised for her to use in 
place of the printed article, and the Planning Board voted 
unanimously to recommend the amended article, not to 
propose the 1,000 feet, but to propose the ban. 

At that time, Johnson said Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey gave the nod for Johnson's suggestion - but during 
a follow-up with Johnson after Town Meeting adjourned 
on October 23, Johnson said Bailey changed his opinion 
days later, which led to the series of events that occurred 
that night. 

At 7:14 pm, the final of the six articles was called 
for a motion; no one stood to make that motion.

"If you don't make a motion, we can't go 
anywhere," said Town Moderator Kirby Gilmore. "We 
can't talk about it until someone makes a motion." 

Johnston was nowhere to be found, and the voters 
appeared visually confused. 

One resident approached the microphone and 
read the article as it was written with the 1,000-foot 
setback, but town counsel said the motion was not 
fashioned properly. 

Another resident took the microphone and made 
the motion for the 1,000-foot setback and the motion was 
seconded by a number of voters seated. 

Johnson told the voters that the Planning Board 
could not recommend the article, saying the board 
did recommend a prior amendment, but could not 
recommend this version. 

Then Planning Board member Ben Bailey said 
that although he voted as a Planning Board member to 
recommend the amended article, as an individual he 
opposes it. 

"First, it's the hypocrisy," said Bailey. "The 
Planning Board does a very good job making sure that 
solar farms are shielded," whether by berms, fences, or 
both, he said. "It's just not that intrusive." 

Bailey then publically criticized Sara Johnston for 
a "huge white plastic barn" on her property, saying he did 
not think a white plastic barn particularly fit in with the 
character of the town, either. 

It was then that Johnston entered the RMS 
cafeteria - late. 

"Now she's gonna tell people they can't have a 
solar farm?" continued Bailey. "Do you really want to 
start telling land owners what they can and can't do with 
their properties?" 

Johnston stood in the rear of the room listening. 

"Because we can all find reason to object to 
something," said Bailey. 

Resident John Sheehan rebutted, saying, "You do 
not have the right to do whatever you please on your own 
property in this town, particularly when you consider 
other landowners in this town whose property values 
could be significantly [affected]," said Sheehan. "I would

never buy a house across from a 13-acre solar farm. That's 
just me." 

Sheehan tried to get a show of hands on who 
would buy a house in front of a solar farm from the 
voters, but was shut down by the moderator for being out 
of order. 

Sheehan then criticized the Planning Board, 
accusing the board of being complacent, and perhaps 
complicit, in solar farm growth in town. 

"They seem to be very willing to sell out the town 
to outside interests," said Sheehan, until Johnson stood up 
and angrily interrupted him. 

Going on the record, Johnson shot back, "That is 
highly offensive to the entire Planning Board who work

before moving the question to "shut this down." 

The motion to move the question was made, 
seconded, and followed by a unanimous 'aye/ 

Resident Kenneth Cutler tried to speak further at 
the microphone but was stopped by the moderator. Cutler 
claimed he did not know what his 'yes' vote would entail 
and demanded to continue discussing the article. He was 
not allowed. 

"You're ignoring a man's comments from the 
floor," Cutler said. 

Town counsel explained Robert's Rules of Order 
and Cutler sat down. 

As for the final vote on the article, it was 41 in 
favor of adoption, 64 opposed. The required two-thirds 
vote failed. All three selectmen voted it down, as did 
the town administrator and three of the four Finance 
Committee members on the stage. 

Articles approved were: 

- Article 1 to accept the provisions of MGL 
Chapter 59, Section 57A, which allows the collector to 
send one tax bill for payment and interest on real and 
personal property tax bills of $100 or less. The Town had 
already accepted the amount of $50 or less. 

- Article 2 for $30,000 to fund the negotiated 
police union contract agreement for fiscal year 2017. 

- Article 3 for $60,000 to supplement 
appropriation previously adopted during the 2017 Annual 


Town Meeting for the FY2017 police budget to fund the 
negotiated police union contract agreement. 

- Article 4 for $10,000 to supplement the FY2017 
police budget to address staffing. 

- Article 5 for the sum of $2,400 to supplement the 
FY2017 Planning Board budget for a part-time recording 
secretary. 

Special Town Meeting Quickly Disperses 

Marion Fall Special Town Meeting

On October 23, the voters in Marion wasted no 
time passing seven of nine articles that comprised the 2017 
Special Town Meeting Warrant. Voters were in and out in 
under an hour, as a matter of fact. 

After waiting about 15 minutes for the Sippican 
School auditorium to fill with at least 50 registered voters 
constituting a quorum. Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody 
Dickerson presented retiring Police Chief Lincoln Miller 
with a commemorative gift in appreciation and recognition 
for his many years of dedication and service to the town. 
Dickerson noted that Miller had demonstrated an interest 
in the Police Department as a small boy when he would, 
"...peddle his bicycle to the station." The voters gave 
Miller a warm round of applause. 

Then it was on to the business at hand, with the 
first seven articles being unanimously passed with little to 
no debate, and the last two being passed over. 

Article 1: The transfer of $7,900 from free cash for 
the purchase of a speed monitor trailer. 

The article sought voters' agreement to invest in a new 
speed detection device that could be moved from location 
to location in an effort to heighten motorists' attention 
on their traveling speed along Marion's roadways and to 
collect data. 

Tinker Saltonstall, long-time Front Street resident 
in the heart of Marion's village, rose to speak in favor of 
the purchase, saying that cars slow down when passing 
along Front Street at Tabor Academy due to the automated 
speed monitoring signs located there, but then accelerate 
"to an immense speed" from that point on. She lobbied 
for placement of a new speed monitoring device and its

Selectmen met with Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
Director Susan Pizzolato and several library trustees to 
discuss plans for improvements and upgrades to the 
library's functionality 

Pizzolato explained that with the help of the 
trustees, she has been working with a consultant to 
evaluate the effective and efficient use of the interior 
library spaces and furnishings. One area of specific 
concern was the lack of meeting space for both library 
activities and meetings and other community groups, she 
said. 

Pizzolato said the marine resource room, which 
houses one-of-a-kind research materials and historic 
documents, could be used for smaller group meetings 
if the shelves containing precious items had glass doors 
that could be locked. She said that donors of valuable 
items and future donors would be more inclined to give 
the library their collections if there was an added level of 
security. Presently, she only allows the room to be used 
when a library staff member can be present to ensure 
security of the materials in the room. 

Other proposed improvements include fixtures 
that allow for easier tutorial activities such as computer 
training. Pizzolato said that the circulation desk in the 
children's room is not ADA compliant and that the desk 
should be modified to allow the children better access 
to library staff, as well as those using equipment such as 
wheelchairs.

Pizzolato has developed a conceptual plan with 
the assistance of the consultant and will continue to 
work with the trustees and the consultant over the next 
few months. She hopes to have a number of line items 
completed over the coming 15 to 24 months. 

In other matters. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne said that additional shellfishing areas have been 
approved for opening in the Brandt Island area. This is 
the result of successful farming activities that took place 
in the Taunton River with monies received from the 
Bouchard oil spill settlement. The exact location of this 
area can be found on the Town's website. 

Regarding the next cycle of budgetary planning 
for the Old Rochester Regional School District, Gagne 
said preliminary discussions have begun between the 
Tri-Town administrators, at which time they will also 
evaluate funding potential for the videography program 
for high school students that are held at ORCTV studios. 

This prompted Selectman Paul Silva to ask if 
there was any way to gauge subscriber value of the 
programming received from the community access 
system. He said that currently Comcast and Verizon cable 
subscribers pay a 4 percent surcharge on their cable bills 
for the programming available on the community access 
channel. Gagne said it was possible to enlist the assistance 
of UMass Dartmouth to perform a telephone outreach 
survey to capture that data directly from subscribers. 

Silva also asked if it was possible to find a way to 
give the ORR School District guidance as they begin the 
budgetary process. Gagne will follow-up. 

Gagne reported that the town is moving forward 
in pursuit of a grant from the state dubbed a Boating 
Improvement Grant from monies collected by the state 
on marine and related fuel taxes. Managed by the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries and part 
of the U.S. Fishing & Wildlife Services / Sports Fishing 
Restoration Program, the grant allows for the construction 
of transient boater wharf facilities. Gagne said that 
construction of the visitor addition is currently proposed 
for the end of Long Wharf and would also include a 
floating dock. 

Gagne said that any boater, including

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Mattapoisett residents who trailer their boats, would be 
allowed to use these spaces for periods of time to enjoy 
the village commercial offerings. He said he wanted to 
start the permitting process in January 2018 with the hope 
of being ready for a 2019 construction cycle. The grant 
would be in the amount of $180,000 with an additional 25 
percent coming from the town. A Town Meeting warrant 
article may be presented to the voters during the 2018 
Spring Town Meeting. 

Gagne said he has been working with SRPEDD 
to review the issues and challenges along the Route 6 
corridor from the Stop & Shop in Fairhaven to Main 
Street in Wareham. He said he is also working with the 
regional planning agency on smaller projects specific 
to Mattapoisett from Main Street to North Street, such 
as street striping. Gagne extended an invitation to 
all businesses encouraging owners to participate in 
discussions. 

The town has received a grant, thanks to the 
efforts of Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger, to have an 
archivist work with the Clerk's Office to understand 
the needs of the community's archives and how to 
preserve historic records. The grant was awarded by the 
Massachusetts State Historic Records Administration 
Board and the National Historic Publications and Records 
Commission. 

Gagne also mentioned that the Council on Aging 
will be holding an informational seminar on effective 
communication between caregivers and those suffering 
from dementia-related illnesses. The presentation will 
take place at the C.O.A. located in Center School on 
November 7 at 10:00 am. 

A Medicare Open Enrollment workshop will 
also be held at the C.O.A. on October 26 at 4:00 pm. The 
program will be videotaped and uploaded to the Town's 
website. 

Community Preservation Act grant applications 
are now being accepted. Deadline for submission is 
November 15. All approved grants will be prepared 
for inclusion in the spring 2018 Annual Town Meeting. 
Additional information and applications are available on 
the Town's webpage.

Six Special Permits Requested, Six Approved 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The October 19 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals was about as tame as a cat that 
has just eaten its fill and is sleeping in a sunny window - 
very tame indeed. 

Coming before the ZBA - populated by Chairman 
Susan Akin and board members Ken Pacheco, Mary Anne 
Brogan, Norman Lyonnais, and Tony Tranfaglia - were six 
applicants, each seeking approval for a Special Permit. 

First up was Michael Sudofsky, owner of The 
Ropewalk and The Stowaway, commercial enterprises 
that shared a bit too much in common in terms of 
common boundary lines. Sudofsky sought approval to 
permanently reposition lot lines that currently find the 
lot located at 33 County Road under the lot located at 35 
County Road. 

Sudofsky also explained that the Town's legal 


counsel had indicated the Special Permit request was 
acceptable. It was unclear how this lot configuration 
had come to be, but the zoning board members were in 
agreement that since no actual building changes would be 
taking place, the request was reasonable. 

The second hearing was for a Special Permit to 
build a single-family home at 0 Highland Avenue-BB. 

The property has been owned for many decades by two 
sisters, applicants William and Anne Colman said, and 
that the Colmans planned to purchase the property and 
build a five-bedroom home to accommodate their large 
family. 

Although an abutter questioned why a five- 
bedroom home was necessary and that it didn't really fit 
into the neighborhood, the board members agreed that 
the lot coverage and height of the build conformed to 
applicable regulations. 

Jeffrey Hutton, 7 King Philip Road, received 
Special Permit approval to demolish the 1918 
structure on the property and build a new home in its 
place. Representing Hutton was Jon Conlon of Field 
Engineering, who said that the lot coverage would be 23 
percent and that the new home would meet pre-existing 
setback conditions. 

Keith Dmytryek, 52 Crystal Spring Road, sought 
a Special Permit to enlarge an existing garage. After 
confirming to the board members that the structure would 
not include plumbing or living spaces, the application was 
approved. 

Stephen Hoyle, 35 Angelica Avenue, asked 
permission via a Special Permit to elevate an existing 
home by 9 feet to meet FEMA guidelines. Although the 
addition of decks put the lot coverage at 27 percent - 
2 percent greater than normally allowed - the board 
approved the application without debate. 

Martin Lomp, 45 Mattapoisett Neck Road, 
requested a Special Permit to construct a new 1,280 square 
foot garage for boat and vehicle storage. Also represented 
by Jon Conlon of Field Engineering, Conlon confirmed 
that Lomp had no intention of using the garage for living 
space, that it would not include plumbing, and that the 
foundation would meet flood plain regulations.

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when the chairman tells you, "We wrote the God-damned 
thing," chances are you will not win said argument. 

An informal meeting between representatives 
of JC Engineering, Inc. and the Planning Board over 
a proposed Form B Preliminary Site Plan for a 24-lot 
subdivision on Rounseville Road (the field next to Plumb 
Corner) quickly became heated once the board told 
engineer Brian Wallace that he was misinterpreting the 
Limited Commercial District Zoning Bylaw. 

Wallace said what he wanted to discuss that night 
was building an access road to the back of the existing lot. 
But Chairman Arnie Johnson was quick to point out that 
the dimensions Wallace had for 24 residential lots were 
for mixed-use Limited Commercial District Lots, not for 
Agricultural / Residential lots. 

"The dimensions of Limited Commercial won't 
work for this project," said Johnson, adding that town 
counsel agreed with that determination. "This is not 
Agricultural /Residential. Residential use is permitted ... 
but two-acre lots are required for a residential lot." 

Wallace said that it was his firm's understanding 
that if the project was within the Limited Commercial 
district, then the lots in the preliminary plan would 
conform. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey jumped in, saying 
that the intent of the Limited Commercial district and 
its smaller lot requirements was to accommodate more 
mixed-use - commercial with residential apartments 
above - and a more village setting for commerce 
and residences. He paraphrased the bylaw, saying 
that residential-only lots would still have to conform 
to residential lot requirements outside the Limited 
Commercial district - a two-acre minimum to build. 

And under a residential-only circumstance, 
Johnson added, there would only be enough room on that 
land for eight houses - not 24. 

Wallace's colleague George Churchill begged to 
differ, saying the bylaw was clear and the lot sizes were 
acceptable within the Limited Commercial district for 24 
homes. 


He said he didn't know if the location would

filing informal discussion. 

Bailey told Churchill, "I'm on salary if you want 
to fight this out a couple years in court." 

Johnson added, "And it's the seven of us. We're 
the ones that vote." 

"Before you waste a lot of your client's money, 
would you like to have a roll call vote to see what this 
board thinks of a twenty-four lot [subdivision at that 
location]?" said Johnson. 

Bailey said that he and the board were just "being 
up front" with them, cautioning Churchill not to spend 
his client's money knowing that the board would not 
allow the proposed 24-lot subdivision. If the intent is to 
put houses on those lots, Bailey said, "It's not going to 
happen." 

If there are no stores slated for the site, Bailey 
said, then the lot requirements for houses return to a two- 
acre lot requirement to build. 

If the engineers wanted to "play hardball," as 
Planning Board member Ben Bailey put it, then the board 
suggested perhaps adding a notation on the approval 
stating that the 24 lots would be "non-buildable," 
requiring a return before the board before anything could 
be built. 

Churchill said the new owner of the land likely 
couldn't even sell any lot unless a road could be built and 
basic infrastructure put in place. He continued to argue 
over the language of the bylaw, prompting Johnson to 
read the bylaw in its entirety. 

"You can't pick and choose the cake from all of 
our zoning bylaws," said Johnson. "The most house lots 
you can build is eight." 

Town Counsel Bailey told Churchill, "I'm free the 
next couple years in Superior Court... It's pointless to 
have this discussion. I've given them my opinion.... If you 
want to try and put houses there, then it's gonna involve a 
fight." 

Johnson suggested Churchill present a plan to 
build an access road, leaving out the proposed lot lines. 
Ben Bailey added, "If you push this concept of dividing it 
up into twenty-four lots ... you're gonna wind up with a 
lot of resistance." 
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Marion Bridgewater 
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Combine the three existing lots, the board advised 
Churchill. Then come back for a roadway permit. Board 
member Chris Silveira added, "You can draw the lot lines 
[after] as your customers come." 

Board member Gary Florindo suggested that 
Churchill change his attitude if he wanted to work 
productively with the board. 

"It's tough to deal with someone who's not 
reading their own regulations," Churchill shot back. 

Johnson wasn't having it. 

Don't tell me how to read that bylaw, said 
Johnson. "We wrote the God-damned things..." And the 
Attorney General backed it up, along with town counsel, 
added Johnson. 

The person who purchased the land said he 
would be willing to work with the board, and hopefully 
come up with a plan to proceed and set a hearing date in 
the near future. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved the 
Site Plan Reviews for Wellspring Farm, 42 Hiller Road; 
Progressive Grower, Kings Highway; and Rochester 
Farms, LLC, Marion Road. 

For Wellspring Farm, the only change was that 
staff could arrive 15 minutes before opening and stay 
until 15 minutes after closing, instead of the proposed 30 
minutes before and after business hours. 

The public hearing for Borrego Solar Systems, 

Inc. for a large-scale solar farm slated for 453 Rounseville 
Road was continued until November 14. 

In other matters. Town Planner Steve Starrett told 
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the board that there are "one or two" more solar farm 
"opportunities' in the works in Rochester. 

"They're called 'projects/ not 'opportunities,'" 
said Bailey 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for November 14 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

King Declines Recusal From Swamp 
Subdivision 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The October 23 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
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Conservation Commission was at times contentious when 
the Notice of Intent hearing filed by Dennis Arsenault 
for property located at the end of Snow Fields Road was 
opened, and then Bruce Rocha returned with his NOI for 
the former Presto Press property. 

Before allowing the applicant's representative to 
speak regarding the Snow Fields project. Chairman Mike 
King directed that correspondence from the Board of 
Selectmen and from the abutters relevant to the project be 
logged into the record. 

Those documents included a letter from Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne regarding possible ethics 
violations on the part of King, another from abutters 
voicing concerns and asking that King recuse himself 
from hearing the application, a letter from Southeast 
District Supervisor of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife Jason Zimmer, as well as emails 
from King to various parties responding to those concerns 
- some 33 pages in total. 

Gagne's letter, which King had shared with 
media, read in part, "I have been advised that you have gone 
to a town official and lobbied on behalf of the applicant in the 
Snowfield Drive Project currently before the Conservation 
Commission in hopes of getting that department's favorable 
support for this project. " The letter goes on to say that the 
allegation will be turned over to the Massachusetts State 
Ethics Commission for investigation. Gagne does not ask 
for King's recusal, noting that the decision was King's 
alone to make and that the letter was a "courtesy" to 
King, given the allegation. 

On this point. King said he had not lobbied on 
behalf of the applicant, had no financial involvement with 
the outcome of the application, and had simply sought to 
understand all sides of the project before the commission. 

"I volunteer to do this because I'm passionate ... 
My role is to understand all sides," King said, adding, "I 
will not be recusing myself." 

Davignon then described the 40-foot wide cul- 
de-sac that would be located at what is now the dead-end 
of Snow Fields Road, to provide frontage to the upland 
lots and public safety to the residents, and then the 826- 
foot long private driveway that would extend into the 
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wetlands culminating at the uplands where two house 
lots would be situated. A fire hydrant is located at the 
current dead-end and private water wells are planned for 
the residential lots. 

Davignon said that given the size of the two- 
to-one replication area, a total of approximately 27,000 
square feet, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers would need 
to permit the project. The hearing was then opened to 
public comment. 

Pam Lafreniere, an abutter whose property 
is contiguous to the proposed cul-de-sac and private 
driveway, addressed King and Davignon vehemently, 
saying that the cul-de-sac would also be private unless 
or until the town moved to accept it at a future town 
meeting; thus, public safety couldn't be assured. She also 
asserted that King had, in fact, lobbied on behalf of the 
applicant and that his job was to protect the wetlands. 
King confirmed that saying, "Yes, that's why we are here." 

After about 30 minutes of debate, the hearing was 
continued until November 13, pending habitat studies 
and comments from the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Rick Charon of Charon Associates, Inc. returned 
representing Bruce Rocha's Notice of Intent application, 
continuances for properties located at 14 and 16 Barstow 
Street, presently empty lots. 

In prior hearings, abutters had expressed concern 
over the amount and quality of fill that had been placed 
on the property. After nearly an hour of additional 
discussion that oftentimes found Rocha and Charon 
defending the placement of fill on the property, the 
hearing for 14 Barstow Street was continued for further 
drainage study, and 16 Barstow was conditioned for 
construction. 

Also coming before the commission in a 
continued hearing was the Mattapoisett Bike Path. Once 
again representing the town was Susan Nilson of CLE 
Engineering. Nilson and the commissioners discussed 
comments from various authorizing agencies regarding 
environmental issues and the need for the project to 
receive conditions before applying for a Chapter 91 
permit. 

The public hearing was closed and King 
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instructed Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold to draft 
an Order of Conditions for their review. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for November 13 
at 6:30 pm in the town hall conference room.

Marion Board of Health

Chairman of the Marion Board of Health John 
Howard had to note the "record turnout" of those in 
attendance on October 26 to join in the conversation about 
the board's pursuit to ban flavored nicotine products - 
both flavored tobacco and flavored electronic nicotine - as 
well as menthol cigarettes. 

Listed on the agenda was anti-tobacco Cheryl 
Sbarra, director of policy and law for the Massachusetts 
Association of Health Boards, who has been assisting 
the board in this matter for over a year. In her place was 
D.J. Wilson, tobacco control director for Massachusetts 
Municipal Association. 

Wilson said that 101 Massachusetts cities and 
towns have already placed a ban on flavored tobacco and 
nicotine products, but without the inclusion of menthol 
cigarettes and the mint and wintergreen flavors. 

"This started out in Providence," said Wilson. 

In 2012, Providence passed an ordinance that adopted 
the federal government's 2009 prohibition on the sale 
of flavored tobacco, Wilson said. "They took it and 
expanded it... to not only include cigarettes ... but the 
[flavored] juices inside e-cigarettes." 

The City of Providence was sued in Federal Court 
by the tobacco industry, and the tobacco industry lost in 
the Federal Court of Appeals, said Wilson. The tobacco 
industry chose not to pursue another appeal. 

This is important, noted Wilson, because Marion 
shares the same Federal Court as Providence. 

However, the same federal government 
prohibition of flavored tobacco exempts menthol 
cigarettes and mint or wintergreen nicotine products. 
Providence banned the sale of these products, except 
within adult-only establishments.

Essentially, the Board of Health would be 
attempting to make Marion the first municipality in 
the United States to fully ban menthol cigarettes, if not 
allowed for sale in adult-only establishments - of which 
there currently are none in Marion. 

"It is a big deal for both the tobacco industry and 
Tobacco Control because a number of Americans either 
started or currently use menthol [cigarettes]." 

Chris Banthin, director of the Tobacco Control 
Resource Center at the Public Health Advocacy Institute 
said, again, that his organization would be willing to 
represent the Marion Board of Health pro bono in Federal 
Court should the board proceed with its menthol cigarette 
ban and be sued by the tobacco industry. 

Banthin's stance: menthol cigarettes make it easier 
to become addicted. 

"Documents point to the use of flavorings to 
make it easier to start smoking because smoking is a little 
bit harsh ... particularly for kids," said Banthin. "Menthol 
cools ... so it allows an addiction to connect." It also 
makes quitting more difficult, Banthin added. 

"While other cigarette rates have dropped, 
we've seen the use of menthol go down very little," said 
Banthin. He urged Marion to "get to the heart of it." 

"A ban on menthol would go a long way towards 
that end," said Banthin. 

Banthin then addressed some of the points 
expressed in a letter earlier this month from the 
Massachusetts Association of Minority Law Enforcement 
Officers. 

"There were concerns expressed by that 
association regarding the potential impact on the black 
community," said Banthin. "[They] raised an unfounded 
fear that members of the black community would be 
targeted or disproportionately impacted because they 
possess a menthol cigarette." 

That's wrong, said Banthin, "For a number of 
reasons." 

"It's not the possession that's banned; it's the 
sale," said Banthin. "So someone could possess it and 
they're not going to be targeted." 

"The sale is not entirely banned," continued 
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Banthin. "It would be allowed in adult-only facilities, so 
those adults who wanted to acquire menthol cigarettes 
would have to go to an adult facility." 

Furthermore, said Banthin, it would not be a 
police enforcement matter; rather, it would be the Board 
of Health enforcing the regulation, since the BOH is the 
body that issues the licenses to sell tobacco. 

"It wouldn't go after possession," said Banthin. 

One issue that MAMLEO brought up, said 
Banthin, does ring true - the impact that menthol 
cigarettes have had on the African American community 
Roughly 83 percent of menthol cigarette smokers are 
minorities. 

"And really this is unfortunate. It's a concern, but 
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it's not surprising," said Banthin, "but since the 1950s the 
tobacco industry has targeted the sale of cigarettes to the 
African American community" 

Banthin stated that during the early 2000s, Ebony 
magazine was ten times more likely to feature a cigarette 
ad than People Magazine. 

"So there's a real targeting effort and 
unfortunately that effort was successful," said Banthin. 
"[There is a] disproportionate impact of menthol on the 
African American community" 

Dennis Lane of the Coalition for Responsible 
Retailing, a steady attendee at recent BOH meetings, 
said of course everyone believes that smoking kills, 
but even a report from The Journal of National Cancer 
Institute concluded that smoking menthol cigarettes was 
associated with a lower lung cancer rate than smoking 
regular cigarettes. (That article stating, "The findings 
suggest that menthol cigarettes are no more, and 
perhaps less, harmful than nonmenthol [sic] cigarettes," 
can be found at https: / / academic.oup.com/jnci/ 
article /103 /10 / 810 / 2516529 / Lung-Cancer-Risk- Among- 
Smoker s-of-Menthol?searchresult=1). 

"My recommendation ... is to allow the FDA 
and Congress to take this on," said Lane. "It makes no 
common sense to ban menthol, which is deemed to be 
somewhat less harmful.... What sense does it make to ban 
menthol cigarettes and not regular cigarettes?" 

Lane closed his remarks by saying, "I don't think 
it's my decision or the decision of anyone is this room 
what adult minority smokers can smoke ... If I were 
black American ... I would be upset if someone banned 
a product I used, but didn't ban products that non¬ 
minorities use. Banning menthol and not banning non¬ 
menthol cigarettes in Marion is counterintuitive," said 
Lane. "It doesn't make any sense." 

Next up was Denise DePina Reed, vice president 
of MAMLEO. She said that many in the black community 
of Boston who smoke menthol cigarettes are unaware of 
what Marion is attempting to do. 

"So to talk about banning menthol cigarettes, 
it's new to them. I was just made aware of what you're 
doing," said Reed, "so I would say they need to be at 
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the table, because you're talking about taking away 
something that they do." 

Reed emphasized that she is not a smoker and, 
although smoking is unhealthy, "Smoking is important... 
It's a fact of life here." 

The Marion BOH's attempt to ban menthol 
cigarettes, Reed stated, is an example of another 21 st 
century attempt on prohibition. 

"Every time the government tries to ban 
something, it seems to cause other problems," said 
Reed, "and another example of government action that 
disproportionately affects the black community," which 
would be driven to the underground market to sell 
and purchase menthol cigarettes. "They're going to get 
these cigarettes one way or another ... and it's gonna be 
illegal and that's gonna be another problem with law 
enforcement," she said. 

Reed turned to the 2014 death of Eric Gardner, 
who was suffocated while NYPD officers attempted to 
arrest Garner for selling loose cigarettes on the street. 

"I would ask this board of lovely ladies and 
gentlemen to rethink what you're doing," Reed said. "It 
probable won't impact your life, but it will impact other 
people." 

Matthew Duran, manager of government affairs 
& public policy for Cumberland Farms, said a ban on 
menthol cigarettes would interrupt the company's success 
in providing living wage jobs and careers in regional 
communities. 

"To try to ban something that accounts for ... 
twenty-five to fifty percent of [the sales] of a convenience 
store like ours," said Duran, "That is a scary prospect, 
because you're essentially shutting us down. You might as 
well ban all tobacco." 

Members of the board had no questions related to 
the statement made by the presenters, nor did they make 
any comments.

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MCAS Scores - Parents, Don't Panic 

Marion School Committee

The individual student Next-Gen MCAS 
results for Sippican School will be mailed to parents by 
November 1, but on October 18 during the Marion School 
Committee meeting, school administrators cautioned 
parents not to panic when they first review those results. 

First, Superintendent Doug White noted that the 
state does not include any accountability number (1-5) 
and makes no comparison between this test and the prior 
PARCC tests of the previous year or even MCAS from 
prior years. 

"They've wiped it away," said White. "They've 
set the bar." White then added, "They want to re-set the 
bar in what is expected of kids and our students ... and 
this is the baseline here." 

White said the results of the Next-Gen MCAS 
would, "as [students] move from grade to grade, [this 
will be] a better indication of whether your student is 
prepared to move to the next grade." 

According to Assistant Superintendent Elise 
Frangos, this test is a much more rigorous test than prior 
tests, and it focuses much more on what Frangos said is 
"the essential connection between reading and writing 
- and they can't be separated." In other words, she said, 
"the integration of knowledge." 

The terminology in the results has also changed, 
Frangos pointed out. Gone are the terms such as 
"advanced," "proficient," and "needs improvement." 
Those have been replaced with a scoring with a midpoint 
of 500. 

"We really want to get all kids to the place of over 
five hundred," Frangos said. The 500 score means that the 
student meets the grade level expectations in that subject 
area. Above 500 is mastery of a skill while exceeding 
that grade level expectation, and below 500 indicates 
the student is still working towards meeting grade level 
expectations. 

"We really want to bring kids to place where 
they've mastered a ... skill," said Frangos. "That five 
hundred point in 'over the river.'" 

In general, Frangos explained, on average 50 
percent of the students in Massachusetts will "fall below 
the river," said Frangos, and 50 percent will score above. 
At Sippican School, Frangos expects to see a number of 
"cusp kids" who range from 490-499, just below the 500 
midpoint. 

This Next-Gen MCAS, she said, was designed 
to align with college and career readiness, and it puts 
emphasis on real-world knowledge. 

"[The MCAS] has been recalibrated to measure 
whether or not kids have the requisite skills to enter 
college," Frangos said, adding that she was pleased 
with the preliminary data released on Sippican School's 
performance as a whole. 

Parents and teachers will not anticipate the 
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detailed individual scores of each student, which will help 
both parents and teachers to determine which standards 
students need more help with. 

So, when parents open those results that will 
soon be mailed, Frangos said, first thing they should do 
is breath. Next, ".. .Really understand that their teacher 
has a very, very clear handle on ... which standards [the 
student] may be below, and then also how to help them 
get to a place where they are meeting those expectations." 

The test, Frangos emphasized, is more rigorous, 
"But ultimately the effects of it are going to be positive for 
kids," including readiness for college. 

There will be a letter addressing these results 
posted to the Sippican School's homepage ahead of the 
mailing. 

"Remember," said White, "This is measuring 
what they did at the end of last year for a grade level."

Coach Brandon Mendez and the Old Colony 
football team have a good thing going, and there's only 
one thing better than a good thing. 

More of a good thing. 

Six straight wins, including a 29-8 win over Cape 
Cod Tech last weekend, left the Cougars with their first 
Mayflower Small championship since 1997 - yep, 20 
years. 

While there was excitement over the feat, it was 
tempered by the fact that there are bigger goals afoot. The 
Cougars play in the Division 8 South playoffs on Saturday 
against Sacred Heart, so it was right back to work on 
Monday in Rochester. 

"It was certainly something that we had looked 
at from the start of the season," Mendez, in his third year 
at the OC helm. "It's always a goal to win our conference. 
That's where we start. But there's also the playoffs 
tournament, there's the vocational tournament, and we 
have our Thanksgiving Day game as well." 

But the win over CCT last Saturday was sweet. 
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Led as usual by the senior tandem of Brad Plissey 
and Jarred Gagne, who combined for four touchdowns in 
the win, there was plenty of time for the Cougars to savor 
their championship. 

While the two seniors are both known for their 
offensive reliability and leadership (and touchdowns), 
they may be more important on the defense. 

With most teams on the schedule running some 
version of run-first, pass-almost-never offenses, Plissey 
and Gagne are at the two most valuable spots on the field 
- outside linebacker. 

"Their jobs are to set the edge, contain the run, so 
everything else comes back inside," Mendez said. Waiting 
there are inside linebacker Lucas Ferreira and defensive 
tackle Robby Frates, who have been fundamentally 
sound and effective. 

The Cougars have allowed just 12.6 points a game 
over the six-game streak, which Mendez credits to his 
four seniors up front. 

Their next opponent was also their first opponent 
of the season - Sacred Heart, which capitalized on late 
mistakes for a 20-0 win over OC on opening day. 

With a league title earned, a playoff run in the 
picture, and a shot at in-season revenge over a rival, you'd 
think things would be pretty hyped up in Rochester. 

Mendez hopes not. 

"I think the key for us, it's kind of business as 
usual," he said. "Maybe with a little more focus and 
intensity, because everything gets tuned up a little bit for 
a playoffs. But we always have a certain flow to the week, 
looking at last week, looking at this week, and we're 
going to prepare the same way." 

To reverse the outcome of the opener and advance 
in the playoffs, the formula is simple. 

"The mistakes can't happen," Mendez said. "We 
know that. We talked about focusing on the task at hand. 

I was pretty clear and adamant about that Monday when 
we got together after the break, and I think the message 
got across." 

Old Colony hosts Sacred Heart at 1:00 pm on 
Saturday on school campus. 

Meanwhile, at Old Rochester Regional, the 
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Bulldogs will be under the Friday night lights, hosting 
Dedham in the Division 6 South playoffs at 7:00 pm. 

The Bulldogs are one of the most successful 
running teams of the decade on SouthCoast, led by the 
tandem of Harry Smith and Will Garcia. Old Rochester 
has yet to be held under 30 points in any of their seven 
games, with six of them wins. 

ORR faces Dedham as the No. 2 seed and looks 
to avoid last year's opening-round upset loss to Dighton- 
Rehoboth. 

If the Bulldogs - all fired up with new logos and a 
whole lot of pep in their Mattapoisett home - are going to 
make a run, they'll need the defense to step up. In ORR's 
two games against opponents who also made the playoffs, 
they allowed 40 points (to Wareham) and 36 (to Somerset 
Berkley). 

Another team expecting a deep playoff run is the 
ORR girls' soccer team, whose undefeated season came 
to an end with a 4-2 loss to Apponequet on Monday. 

But at 15-1-1, ORR is likely to earn a No. 1 seed in the 
postseason and will look to test its young stars against 
more experienced tourney opponents. 

There's some big news at Tabor Academy, where 
Tabor alum and standout hockey goalie Jeramie Forget 
committed to play for Princeton University. Forget, who is 
from Quebec, graduated from Tabor in 2017 and has been 
playing for Carleton Place of the CCHL. 

While some of the fall Tabor squads have been 
toward the bottom of the standings in the newly joined 
Independent School League, girls' soccer was 5-2-3 and 
at .500 in the conference. Cat Barry leads the league with 
18 goals and 11 assists, while freshman teammate Jaydah 
Bedoya is fourth in the league in scoring.

Strapped for Danger. Starring Anthony Gaudette and 
Diego Guevara. Directed by Richard Griffin. Running 
time: 72 minutes. Premiering November 5 at 6:30pm at 
the Route One Cinema Pub in North Attleboro, MA. 

Leave it to Richard Griffin, the bad-boy 
independent Rhode Island director, to put a large, 
engorged, heavily veined exclamation point on the 
filmmaking portion of his career. His latest and last 
film. Strapped for Danger, is not a bid for awards or 
respectability; it's a party without a drop of seriousness 
in it. (Griffin's previous film, the surreal and wistful 
Long Night in a Dead City, probably offers his heartfelt 
and genuine goodbye to the medium for those looking 
for that.) It also, quite accidentally and coincidentally, 
conveys more of the heat and wit of Tom of Finland's 
artwork than last week's Tom of Finland biography 
managed. Old Touko Laaksonen himself might have 
studied some of the scenes and risen to the occasion. 

Gay male strippers Joey (Anthony Gaudette) 
and Matt (Diego Guevara), along with their hetero 
colleague Chuck (Dan Mauro), halt the festivities at their 
strip club and rob the clientele, taking a cop (C. Gerald 
Murdy) hostage. This arouses the ire of the cop's partner 
(Anna Rizzo), who hates gays but swings into action 
accompanied by the club's drag-queen hostess Pinata 
Debris (the fabulous Johnny Sederquist) to track down 
her partner (and tentative boyfriend). The strippers bring 
the cop to a frat house to hide out and locate a stash of 
diamonds. The script, by playwright Duncan Pflaster, gets 
to the satirical point quickly: frats are little but hothouses 
of crypto-gay rough-trade behavior, and sexy queer 
criminals fit right in. 

Strapped for Danger has been billed as "very 
naughty," and so it is; it has more penises than you 
can shake a penis at, as well as copious nipples, male 
and female, offered for pinching and caressing. It's 
probably not an accident that Griffin has picked now to 
unleash the gayest movie of his career, a time when our 
only president thinks nothing of giving a speech at the 



virulently homophobic Values Voter Summit. Our vice 
president wouldn't make it through the opening credits, 
either (the kidnapped cop. Rod Pence, might be named 
after him). Then again, the movie's relevance could just 
be happenstance — certainly it has no overt politics 
weighing it down, just subtext for those who enjoy it. 

Gayosity aside, the movie looks to be Griffin's tip 
of the hat to cheeseball '80s action, of the sort produced 
by Cannon. Strapped for Danger looks slicker than most of 
those sleaze epics ever did, though; cinematographer John 
Mosetich dabs on the lurid reds of the strip club, the more 
naturalistic hues of the frat house or the police station. 

The actors cheerfully camp it up, which is the only thing 
you can do with material like this: if you're at a party, you 
party. The stand-outs are the formidable Sarah Reed as 
Chuck's snorting squeeze Beverley, Matthew Menendez 
and Brandon Grimes as hot-to-trot pledges, and of course 
the wicked wit(ch) Sederquist, who in another corner of 
his life performs as Ninny Nothin. 

The occasion of this review is bittersweet for me, 
because I was there in August 2000 when Richard Griffin's 
feature debut Titus Andronicus opened, I just barely thirty, 
he not yet thirty. (The review appeared in these pages in 
the 9/7/2000 issue, accessible online.) The better part of 
two decades later here I am, a grayer ink-stained wretch, 
and there he is, a grayer director retiring from film but 
returning to theater. This means we can still enjoy his 
work, though not on a screen. To my dismay, and possibly 
to Griffin's relief, this will be the last time I review a film 
of his (unless I go back and cover his earlier stuff ... or 
write a book about his filmography, heh-heh). It's been a 
pleasure and a privilege to do so. Strapped for Danger, with 
all its sex-positive weenie-flapping, turns out to be the 
perfect capper to a career that has delighted in tweaking 
squares and turning sacred cows into brisket.

Peter Griggs has presented more than 500 solo 
guitar concerts throughout the USA, Germany, United 
Kingdom, France, the Low Countries, Scandinavia 
and eastern Europe at art centers, festivals, museums, 
churches, jazz clubs and other venues.
